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THE CANNIBALS OF FIJI. 


iow They Cook aad Eat Men in the Fiji Ialca. 
_. Mr. 8t. Johnston [in ‘Camping Among Can- 
nibais’}] farnishes evidence that cannibalism 
is On the wane, even in the wild interior of 
Fiji. On his way back to the capital he spent 
a night in the hut af an adventurous country- 
man who kepta storeon the bank of the 
Wainamala—the first Eoglishman who had 
penetrated thus far. This man gave him a 
gruesome picture of the state of things when 
he first came to live in the sequestered and 
then turoulent locality. ‘‘Every man’s hand 
Was raised egaiost his neighbr forthe simple 
reason that he was his neighbor. Often past 
His littie house he has seen the canoes go 
down the river bearing gifts from one chief to 
another of dead men for the oven, and some- 
times bicody joints, orlimbs just torn from 
the victim, wrapped in fresh leaves for the 
crown of a feast.”” There is no question, Mr. 
St. Johnston asserts, that the Fijian cannibal 
loved human fiesh for its own sake, and did 
not merely eat the siain enemy out of re- 
venge. A chief would order to be clubbed 
some one he considered would be good for 
covking, his plea being that his “black tooth 
acbed,’ and that only human flesh could 
cure it. The subject is arepuisive one, and 
Mr. St. Johnston deals for the most part with 
far more cheertul topics, wifither we will fol- 
low him after one final grim quotation: 

“The expression ‘long pig’ is not a joke,nor 
& phrase invented by Europeans, but one fre- 
quently used by tne Fijians, who looked 
upon & Corpse as Ordinary butcher meat, and 
called a human body puaka balava, ‘long pig,’ 
in contradistinction to {puaka dina, or ‘real 
pig.’ Toe flesh was never eaten raw, but was 
either baked whole in the ovens orcut upand 
stewed in the large earthern pots that they 
use for cooking. Certain herbs were nearly 
always cooked with the flesh, eiiher to prevent 
indigestion or ag a sort of sayory stufling. If 
& men was to be cooked whole, they would 
paint and decorate his face as though he were 
aiive, and one of the chief tersons of the 
place would stand by the corpse, which was 
placed in a sitting position, and talkin a 
mocking strain toit for some time, when it 
would be handed over to the cooks, who pre- 
pared it and placed it in the oven, filling the

Tri PROHIBITION MOVEMENT. 

Whether prohibition is the bestroad to even 
a contro! of intemperance or not, it iscertain- 
ly gaining strength in many perts of the 
country. Ithas been adopted in both kansas 
and Nebraska, urd in Iowaastringent prohib- 
itory liquor law has just been carried in the 
senate, the vote standing 36 in favor of the 
bill and 12 against it. It is thought the 
house will pares it. The governor of 
the state is committed to it. In 
nearly every state the prohibitionists are ac- 
tive and ageressive. In most of the 
they advocate the incorporation of a prohibi- 
tory amendment ia the organic law, and they 
declare they will accept nothing less asa set- 
tlement of the issue. The New York repubii- 
cans have practically agreed to favor a cub- 
mission of such an amendment 
to a popular vote, and all tbrough 
the various states. the people are 
et war with the free sale of intoxcating li- 
quors. In severalof the states the issue has 
proved very embarrassing to the politicians. 
It has a tendency to split parties, so intense 
is the feeling over the subject. As arule the 
republican party is in this respect the chief 
sufferer, because it makes promises to the pro- 
hibitionists that it dare not carry out. Tae 
republican managers dread the issue, bat it 
will not subside at their bidding, and so taey 
have to trim their sails, generally securing 
the hostility of both the prohibitionists and 
the liquor interest. 


AN IMMIGRANTS’ HOME. 

The project of establishing at some southern 
port, an insfitution in which :mmigraats can 
be landed and cared for and started aright to 
their destination in this country, is warmly 
received and commended. The proposed in- 
stitution is to be modelled after Castle Garden 
in New York. If we are to receive any con-
